On the 7th,a vessel hove in sight, and 
took 8 men oft, but before the boat coold return 
for more, « heavy squall came on, wbich seper- 
ated them, At this period, 13 were on the reft 
alive, and 2 dead; two more died the same 
night, and the Oh day the raft landed st Ha- 
neaga, with on!y 6 alive ; two of them uneble to 
stand, who died ie s few duys after. Having 
discovered u tent, in which there were two 
black men, and « qitentity of wine, provisions, 
&c. belanging to u vessel formerly wrecked 
there, the survivors drenk some of the wine, 
but could nat, fram the soreness of their mouths, 
eat any of the bread. Information hearing been 
given esto their situation to two Scotch gentle. 
men, who reside at Heneaga, they were care- 
folly removed ta their houses, and treated with 
the greatest hospitality until an opportunity of- 
fered for them to leave the place. They were 
driven to such necessity as to be compelied to 
drink salt water, and even their own urine.

NORTH WEST EXPEDITION. 

Nos. 9.— The following letter from an ofeer 
engaged in the voyage of discovery, ie the first 
intelligence which has been received. 

“ Hudson’s Suraits, Ju!y 16, 1821. 

“The day sfter the transport left os, we en- 
tered these Straits, wbich we found chonked 
with ice; we entered it nevertheless, and at first 
made considerable progress, bat, as we ezpect- 
ed, were at length beset, or, in other words, the 
fl-ating ice having coalesced on all sides, we 
found ourselves firaly impeded in the mids: of it. 
Ever since we have been moving to and fro 
with it, at the rate of five miles an hour, ace 
cording tu the flax and reflux of the tide. Some- 
times the ice disiding, Wauld ullow us to push 
ina few miles, and sgein uniting, incarcerate 
us for deys By this mode of progressing, we 
have continued to advance about 70 mites in 
the Straits 

“When [ wrote by the transports, think Tex- 
pressed an opinion, that we had left England 
müch tooesriy. This hae been verified, net on- 
y by'the difficulties we have met wich, bat also 
by the circumstence of the Hudson’s Buy trad- 
ers having overtaken as. These vessels did not 
leave the ‘Thames until the endof May. They 
go into the company's settlement, and retura 
immedistels, ‘The ice by the late rains, attend- 
ed wich tolerably warm eun, hes been dissolving 
daily, and we have to day bored through up- 
wardsof ten milesof it, We espect daily to 
have some E quimaus visitors.” 

His msjesty reached Carlton pelece yesterday 
evening, about 6 o'clock, and the event was 
announced by a royal salute trom the park and 
Tower guns. We are happy to add, that bie 
majesty’s general health has been greatly be- 
nefited by his ezcursion. He has thus gone 
through nearty four months of considerable fa- 
tigue ond activity, commencing with tbe cere- 
monies of the coronation. Hie sabjects have 
known too little of him hitherto, while the loud 
tongue of insolent faction was left to rail with 
uniieensed rudeness.
